DuDtTNV April 13.— A scnndaloiis 
sceiio occurred to-day just hofon; tlu^ dc- 
pat-tura of tlici Prince of Wiil'-s for 
Mallow. Tilt! rriiico luid Princi'ss with 
their son and .suite were to loiive from 
the-Kiirgsbridge railway station, to 
reachjwhich they would have to .pass the 
Mansion house. An imninnse crowd of 
people had aBsninblcd in front of the 
building to sL'e the Koyiil iiiiriy im.ss, 
when Lord Mayor. I no. O'Connor drove 
up to.th« ]\lau.sioii liousf to attend the 
meeting of tii? counciL His a|)|)earance 
■was the signal for a .storm of hisses 
from the crowd, which was coni|io,ii'd 
principally of Loyal i.its. The Lord 
Mnyor became purple with jiassion, and 
jumping from his carriage he mounted 
the steps of Mansion liou.se, and at- 
tempted- to address the crowd. Kor a 
time the uproar was so great, and his 
raged so choked his utterance, that 
what lie WHS sayinj; coulii not he ilis- 
tinguished. He stood workini; his arms 
like a wiudwHl, and expressing his an- 
ger by vigorous puntoinine. Finally In; 
was heard to say, "1 determined to let 
the Prince go in peace. Now I am his- 
aed by Orangemen, by Freeoiasons, by 
landlords and by bailiffs. You will be 
bOiry fur tliia to morrov>". 1 will l(^!c 
graph to Mallow and to (Jork about 
this outrage." A few more words which 
followed wero rendered inaudible by a 
renewal of the tumult, and then the 
Lord BFuyov's voice wa.s ai,'ain heard 
yelling aliove the din, "Three cheers 
for Parnell!" Three cheers were given 
with a will, but they were drowned by 
contra cheers from the Loyalists. It is 
btjlieved by many who witnessed the 
scene that the Lord Mayor was intoxi- 
cated, but hd speedily carried oul his 
threat of telegraphing to ]\Iallow, and 
his despatch ])roved fruitful of mischief, 
culiuinaiing in a serious riot. 

THE ROVA.L IWUTY AT .^b\I.LO^V. 

The journey of the Royal party svas 
uneventful until Mallow junction was 
readied. There thiB Prince ami Prince.s.s, 
Prince Albert ■ Victor and the rest of 
the party alighted from the train and 
crossed the platform, to enter carriagi\s 
provided by the Earl of J^istowel, by_ 
whom they were to be entertained at 
his Beab, Convamore. There was a large 
and rough'crowd around the station, 
and just as the Royal party stepped on 
the platform the crowd broke through 
the lines of police and pressed ar<jiind 
the Prince. The polices charged upon 
the crowd, which had by this time bo- 
cotue rtotoua, and drove them back at 
'.'fcb'S poiiit of the bayonet. Several are 
^afd to have been wounded. Three Irish 
members of Parliament, William 
O'Brien, William Redmond, and Tim- 
othy Harrington, were in the crowd 
and were budly mauled.

(iovernmpnt. "Vour brethern in Mal- 
low have already done so," he said, 
"and the lirst shot was tired today. I 
have just returned fi(Jiii Mallov,-, where 
1 saw Jtishniuih reeking with blood 
from bayonelj wounda. O'Urien fell 
lirst." 

T'iie result of this oi iil ion wa.s a repe- 
tition at Cork of the riot at -AUillow. 
The windows Mild iloors of houses which 
had been dec<l»rat(.'d in honor of the 
Prince of Wales were smashed, and 
crowds of men roamed through the 
streets all night cheering for O'Connor 
and O'Brien and singing "God Save 
Ireland." O'Connor's description of the 
riot at Mallow was greatly exaggerat- 
ed. 

Prior to the arrival of the Prince 
of Wales the crowd kicked aii'l punch 
ed a lot of cocked hats, which they aseil 
to symbolize royalty. When the rush 
■ivas made toward the Prince it was 
led l)y William O'I'.rieii, iM. P., for 
j\[allow. Home of tin; rabble were sever- 
ly injured by the police while reneling 
this rush. Wm. Redmond was not pre- 
sent as first reported. The only mem- 
bers of Parliament present were 
O'Brien, O'Connor and Timothy Har- 
rington.

Cornelius Smith ha.s ,tlic contract for 
sawing into lumber a large number of 
logs cttt lHjW'tre^s ■ standing^ ,Qn the 
h'elds of Antietam 'at llfe'time of the 
battle fight. He says that all sorts of 
missiles, from cannon balls to buckshot 
are almost daily met with in the tim- 
ber, and that it ii^ really dangerous to 
stand near the saws in his mill when 
such lumber- is beiri]^ - ciit,|^ ^SumUfer- of 
saws having be'eh'^ snapped ifn to frag- 
ments, when running: at a high rate.fif 
speed, by striking iron shot imbedded 
in the logs. A large, angular fragmimt 
of a shell was struck by a saw a few- 
days ago, and a perfect shower of 
sparks rained about the mill from iihe 
contact of the metals, the saw being 
tinally snapped in several piece.s. In 
another instance a grapesliot was cut 
through by a saw, leaving a bright, 
polislieil surface on each hemis])liere of 
the missile. Many lead bullets, which 
oiler little or no resistance to the saws, 
are revealed in boards and planks.

fore the light and left tlio Uusnians in un- 
disputed possesiiiou. Tho llussiar.s occu- 
pied tho sites of the Afp;han camps for 
Kovoral clays and then slowly and sul- 
lenly withdrew while their coni- 
mauiler prepared his lying rejiorl 
for trausuiisHiou to tho emperor. Tho 
bad faith of Kussia — a proverbial ijuality 
of the nation — Ima been too frcquuntly 
displayed during Iho negotiations and the 
dominant feeling throughout the British 
islos is that tho bear is triflini,' with the 
lion. It hiay be taken for granted that 
lluasia ia^ijrop.irin^: for a ^riyantic atrugKle. 
She Ib stealtliily inobilizini^ an ininiense 
army on the Afghan frontier witli tho 
purpose of uiakiuK u sudden duah 011 
Herat, which stronghold, once in her 
'possession, she will never relinquish ex- 
cept in the face of a terrible defeat. Tho 
Afghans are probably concuntr.-aiiig men 
and supplies at Herat. Thuy will make a 
desperate dofeiico, for the city is forlitieJ 
and Stewart and lloborta may bo already 
through the passes with their army of In- 
dians and Europeans. At tho coranienco- 
ment of war as much depends on celerity 
of movonient as on superior force and 
equipuienta. N'upoleou I . astounded tho 
drowsy generals of To or 80 years ago by 
appearing in nno direction w)>i)!' accord- 
ing to all tho caleulation.i of his antag- 
onists ho should have been 50 miles in 
another direction. In 1S59 tho battle of 
Sclferino decided the war against Austria 
in favor of the French; and in 1800 Sadowa 
paved tho way to a unified Germany. 
Those were short and sharp uoutusts. All 
modern wars are necessarily short because 
of the enormous consumption of men and 
money, which they invulvu. Thoro ia no 
reason to auppo.-ie^tliat a vvar with Russia 
would extend beyond a nvolveniontli un- 
less England should be worsted at tho 
outset. If Ruaaia wins it will bu by u 
.dash for'whiuh she ia concentrating all her 
mighty strength. It is impossible to un- 
derstand how, war, u , to be averted, unless 
England should recede from the position 
she has taken. That tho world may bn 
sure she will never do. It is clear that 
Hussia does nut proposo to make any 
fuather advance until all her arrangements 
for a spring shall have been perfected. 
The wonder is why Gladstone hesitates! 
Is he, too, waiting until'he is ready I 

MR DEWDNEYS ASSAILANTS. 

Tho Times last evening treated its 
readers to a sort of biographical sketch of 
Mr. Farrar who, on one occasion during 
his career'at Winnipeg, is said to have made 
a violent asaault on Mr. Dewdney. We 
cannot undoratand what connection Mr. 
Farrar's career can have with Mr. Dewd- 
ney's course in tho Northwest; but ono 
thing is certain, the present editor of the 
Mail i:esignod a position nu a grit Win- 
nipeg paper to join the.great conservative 
organ in Toronto. Whether,, while serv- 
ing on a liberal staff he ever wrote, as the 
Times claims he did write, in condemna- 
tion of Mr. Dewdney, ia extremely doubt- 
ful. The extract which the Times pur- 
ports to give from Mr. Farrar's writings 
probably possesses as little genuineness as 
the Times' special telegrams, to which 
there is reference iilsewhere. We firmly 
believe that the editor of the Mail never 
condonined Mr. Dewdney; but admitting 
that he did, it is not in good form to re- 
produce his words at this time, when 
Mr. Dewdney has not had an op- 
portunity of being heard in f hia 
own defence. The course of the liberal 
preas towards Mr. Dewdney has been 
deapicablo; and it ia a pity tliat their 
sentiments find an approving; echo in a 
British Cidunibia journal. Tho law re- 
gards the meanest crimiaiil as innocent 
uptil he has been proven guilty; but hero 
fa- a gentleman — a British Columbian — 
holding tho Qnocn'a cominiasion, wlio i< 
held ui) to public c(intom[)t as a malefactor 
for no reason that we can see save 
that liu is — a Britiah Columbian. If Mr. 
Dewdney is not to have fair play— if ho ia 
to be reviled, bulfeted, curaed, spat upon, 
opridemned and execrated before he lias 
been tried — let it not beaaid of tho peoplo 
of this province that they are so con- 
temptibly mean, so lost to all considera- 
tion of what is due from man to man as to 
condemn their late fellow citizen unheard. 
Because the eastern press have joined tho 
hue-and-cry against him is no reason why 
the press of this nrovinco shoulri add thoir 
voices to tho general yelp. Givo Ouv- 
anior Dewdney fair play. 



TUB BOSPHURIi J'JO YJ'TIAN MAT- 
TER. 

No sooner has France got out of ono 
kettle of hot water in China than she 
i plurigeB into another steaming cauldron 
• in Egypt. The Bnsphore Egyptien was a 
newspaper owned and edited by French- 
men at Alexandria. It was a disgraceful- 
ly personal publication and wont far 
beyond the limits of fair criticiam in dis- 
cussing tho govoriunent of the Khedive 
and the Snancial Arrangements by means 
of Which the British government proposed 
to extricate Egypt from its difficulties. 
Well, in duo course came an order aup- 
preaaing tho publication and confiscating 
the plant. The Frenchmen appealed to 
their government, who demanded rupara- 
.;tion and an apology. The Egyptian gov- 
ernment declined to accede to the de- 
mand, and quoted 50 precedents in 
support of their course. Whereupon tho 
consul-general of France was rocalled, 
which is tho first step towards a declara- 
tion of war. It ia believed by some that 
there is an uiideralanding between 
■■'EuBsia' and France; but that is probably 
Billy conjecture. No doubt France, in 
view of the Afghan complication, and en- 
couraged by Granville's recent apology to 
Bismarck, deems thin a good time to bully 
England about a matter which under 
other circumstances would pais without 
notice. Governments as well as individu- 
' ' ala 'shouid not bo too prone to apologize. 
Pooplo at Inst got tho idea that thoy will 
not fight and snub and hector them con- 
stantly. It is just possible that France, 
as veil aa Buasia, will find out her mis- 
take.

ENGLAND. 

London, April "2-4. — (iladstono's an- 
nounoomont in tho House of Commons 
that Barrere, French Consul-General, had 
left Cairo, ia corrected at the Foreign 
Office whore it ia explained that the Pre- 
mier's ststomont was baaed on a tr.-insla- 
tiou of a cipher dispiitch to the govern- 
mont, which has since been f-jund to have 
been erronoima. Tho Foreign GtUco an 
nounces . that tho govornment have no 
information that Barrere has departed 
from Cairo. ^ 

In the House of Commons this after 
noon, Mr. Labouchere and Mr. Rich u ds, 
both lladicala, askod whotlier or not tho 
government, before duoldiiiL; to go to war 
with Russia, would seek the ollicos of 
friondly powers to obtain a settlement. 
Gladstone replied that never during the 
present correspondence with Russia, or 
the diacuasion of the serious queatioiia at 
proaout before Parliament, had the gov- 
ernuiont said anything in prejudice of tho 
idea aijvanced by the questioners. .\s 
luiwover, overy answer made by the gov- 
ernment to interrogatories put in the 
HouHo of Commons was an aunouncenient 
to Russia, the government, Gladstone 
said, had decided it was neither advisable 
nor convenient to make a declaration to 
Russia through Parliament.

/angtou, a pettifof^gcr, a breeder of dne 
'^'jijSr4C9'^njt'cati(le,']an'd a tboroughbred 
' t?anke^''''i!a8 paiid the perialt7 with' his 
life for bis tenacity in carryinf; out n 
ficheioe of iniserable revenge. lie was 
l>rut-al!y pontnloil about tho face and 
chfist two weeks ago by Prank Grant, 
till recently a proa[jerou8 WaaLington 
"^irftj^r^ fifiih; the' cffecta of which he 
. died on'^aiur^ay night. It is expectei! 
tho.t State Attorney iluntiugtou will 
ask Gov. Hiirrison for a requisition for 
"Grant, who is now in Yonkera. The 
otoryrtP^'-^ito^opclj'Sjpursuit of Grant 
■*elf *illu8trateH this strange man's 
character. Hitchcock was nJlianMi»te<l 
bacbaior,' fifty years old, and had ac 
cuniulated about §25,000 by his horso 
trades and 8ali\s of cattle, llis Alder- 
,neva were qpiisidered the b^Bt in tlie 
ISj-^^lJ^edBib-^am'e frpm njilej . j.way 
to buy of him. While ho was not a 
•lawjer, he was' a veritable country 
Dogberry, and his opinions were con- 
sidered ,worth as much as bis judgment 
' on horses. 

Years ago he made an unenviablq 
fame for himself ^by his success in de* 
fending violatbrs'of the "liquor law be- 
fpi;e ...J.usUces Courts. He defended 
"Watson Cogswell sis years ago before 
' J'uKtice i^all in one of these cases. Tlui 
luajoritv of the country people were in 
great. dread of iiisdry wit and violence. 
B^g|8t!'js,tlie,|a8e, however.; 'He.a^w be^ 
'lorenatm thdt he would lose it if Frank' 
Grant testilied agaiii.st bis client. Ho 
therefore warned Grant before the trial 
that if ho testified he would foDow hitii 
until he succeeded in placing liini in 
jail. Grant not only testitied, but told 
in tlie court of Hitchcock's threat. The 
country people wondered at Grant's 
iemerijiy. ,^ 

l,!'j|!i,fcclicbck at oncol)egaii' to wreak 
hi^ vengeance upon the niaii. Since 
he, has brought twenty-eight lawsuits 
against Grant. iMostof them were with- 
out any foundation, and served only to 
annoy Grant and make bini expense. 
In a short |tiine^ Gijant's hard-earned 
savings, bis little liome, his horse, his 
stock, evorytbing was gone, and at last 
Hitchcock succeeded in convicting hiui 
of theft, and had him sentenced to jail 
for a few months. 

But what crazed Grant and caused 
tlfe wfade don&monity to despise Hitch- 
cook, was a story the latter started dur- 
ing Grant's incaijcer,abion, prejudicial 
to, the character, of .Mrs. Grant. Grant 
believed tliore was no redress for him 
in court, for tbe Justices stood in fear 
of the tyrant. "When liberated from 
jail lie' niet Hitchcock on the street, on 
March- ith, and demanded that he re- 
traj>J;,what ke^^h^d. said about Mrs. 
Grant. Tfi'ichcocW'merely repeated his 
statements, tia laughed in his victim's 
face and defied him. It was then that 
tbe-liusband assaulted the Yankee. 
Hitchcock was taken home with the 
upjie^ part of his body putnmeiled al- 
most, to a jeliy. 

For two days it was ioiipossible to 
procure tn'edieal attendance for him, so 
intense was the feeling of hatred that 
had sprung up against hini. He failed 
rapidly until hi,s death. There is a feel- 
ing of. general sympathy for Grunt 
who-is almost a-pauper.-N; Y. Suni.

CITT OF VICTORIATO RAISE THE SUM 
OF S70,000 FOR . WATER WORKS 
PURPOSES. 



WHEEIEAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
raise a further sum uf nuiiioy far the 
purpose of exteudiuK the Waterworks, 
couatructiiig reservoirs to ensure a more 
certain aiid eqiiitablo supply of \vatur tu 
all parts of the City, for carrying uu tliu 
said Waterworks upon such a scale na may 
bo necessary tu furnish an adeqiiato .sup- 
ply of fresh water to tho increaainv' Jjopu- 
iation of tho City; for tlie greater protec- 
tion of the City a(?aiii3t fire; ami furothfr 
purposes in connection wiih tho said 
Waterworks. 

And vrherena it is estiniatod that the 
sum of §70,000 will bo re(|uired for the 
abovo named purposes; 

And whereas it is desirable and os])e- 
diont tliat the above iianiod sum of §70,- 
OOf* should be obtained in tho mnnnor 
hereinafter mentluned; 

And whereas the amount of tho whole 
rateable jjroperty of tho said Corporation, 
according to tho last revised asaeasmeiil 
roll, — that is, the aaaoHsnient roll for tlio 
year 1885, was §a,0'.)'-',28.'5; 

Anil wlioreaa tlio sum of !fC>,:i72 yearly 
will bo required to create a ainkini; fund 
for tho duo repaymeut of the said princi- 
pal sum of S70,000 and interest ihoreoii, 
r.8 hereinafter meutioned, to provide 
which an additional annual special rate of 
&/20 of one cent in the dollar vill bo re- 
"uired. 

Bk it TirKRKKOHK KNACTKD by the 

Mayor .^nd Coiuieil of the Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria as follows: 

L. It shall bo lawful for the Jlayor of 
tho said City to raise by way of loan 
from any person or persons, or bodj' or 
bodies corporate, who may be wiUini; to 
advancQ tho aaino upon the credit of tho 
dobonturos hereinafter mentioned, a autn 
of money not exceeding in the whole the 
sum of §70,000, aud to cause the same to 
be paid into the hands of tlio Troasiirerof 
tho said Corporation for tlie ijurposo and 
with tho object hereinbefore recited 

2. It shall bo lawful for tho said Miiyor 
to cause any number of debentures, for 
not less than ^O0 «aoh, to be made, for 
such sums of motiey aa may bo required 
for tho purposes of tho said loan, and all 
such debentures shall bo sealed with tlio 
coQitnon seal of tho said Corporation and 
siguoii by the said Mayor, 

3. The said debeiiturea shall be made 
payable in thirty years at f urtherst from 
the day hereinafter meutinned for this by- 
law to take effect, at tho office of the 
Treasurer of tho said Corporation and 
shall have attached to thoni coupons for 
the payment of tho interest.
